I have heard of 
the children being whipped and mistreated by 
the principal. The last time she came here I 


wanted her to come in the house, but she 


If she had I don’t know what I would 
have done.“ Mrs. Elsler was so overcome 
with indignation she could not speak for sev- 
eral minutes, She finally continued: 

Mrs. Bradford’s husband is in the patent 
medicine business, and she would tell the 
children to bring 15 cents from home and get 
a bottle of toothache remedy. If they didn’t 
she would abuse them. She sold tinware in 
the schoolhouse, too. Some of the neighbors 
told me that it I wanted my boy treated right 
I must give her some presents and she would 
be all right and I would have no trouble. I 
didn’t give her any presents, and didn’t send 
my boy there any more.“ 

The dark room, as described by the chil- 
dren who claimed to have been in it, is a 
closet in the basement under the stairs. It is 
a small room used by the janitor for his tools. 
One of the boys said: 

“What do you mean by the closet? O, yes! 
Iknow now! you mean the dungeon—the 
rats’ nest. It’s awful dark in there, mister. I 
was in there once and don’t want to go 
again. 

Frank Kerting of No. 186 Fremont street, 
has several brothers, sisters, and cousins at- 
tending the Arnold School. He says: 

I have a small cousin, Clara Meyer, who 
attends Arnold School. She is slight and sick- 
ly. Mrs. Bradford had repeatedly shaken her 
aa punishment. One day the punishment was 
80 severe the little girl came home sick and 
could not go to school the next day. I have a 
crippled brother who was repeatedly punished 
and locked up in the dungeon.

C. F. Class, a druggist at No. 807 North Hal- 
sted street, was indignant about the way he 
said Mrs. Bradford conducted affairs at the 
school.

“T signed that complaint, and am ready to 
stand by every charge made. My four chil- 
dren were badly treated by Mrs. Bradford. I 
am an old school teacher, and consider her 
entirely incompetent to hold the position of 
principal. The position needs a representa- 
tive woman. She is not. She doesn’t get any 
presents out of me. I guess I will talk before 
the board about this matter myself.“ 

The policeman on the schoolhouse beat re- 
fused to give his name, but said the principal 
was continually making complaints and 
wanted a policeman to be at the schoolhouse 
all the time to help keep the boys quiet. “As 
if,“ said the blue coat, any boy of spirit and 
vitality would stop his noise.“ 

All the residents of the district were not 
against Mrs. Bradford. J. M. Arnes, who 
keeps a store at No. 885 North Halsted street, 
says: 

2 1 know of no complaints. I have been 
here nine years and have a good chance to study 
the children, and I tell you Mrs. Bradford is 
all right. She treats the children all right, 
too. How could she have held her position so 
long if she was the woman some people try to 
make her out? It’s ashame from. beginning 
to end that she should be attacked in this 
manner. There are some bad boys who need 
handling in all schools, Ithink Mrs. Brad- 
ford has done well arid should be better ap- 
preciated.”’ 

Mrs. Arnes said: 

„ What my husband has said is true. I 
don’t say this because she trades at our store 
occasionally, but because Mrs. Bradford is a 
good woman.*She acts the niother to the 
children and takes care of them in all ways 
and in all weather. It’s a shame she should be 
treated so. | 

Mrs. Koenigsberger has sent her children 
to the Arnold school. She says: 

“Mrs. Bradford is a nice woman and is 
badly treated. My children never com plain. 
Some of the children are bad and deserve to 
get strapped more than they do. I never had 
to send presents to get my little girls well 
treated. |

Scorching Things Out West. 

In the West,“ continued the weather man, 
„Old Sol just storched things yesterday. The 
temperature in Kansas, Nebraska, parts of 
Iowa, the Dakotas, and Montana ran above 
100°, while Chicagoans were cool and com fort- 
able. Places in the Dakotas where the ther- 
mometer goes down to 50° below zero in win- 
ter had a temperature of 102° yesterday. It 
has been hot for two weeks west of the Mis- 
sissippi River. Denver has averaged 90° as a 
maximum for two days. The reason why 
the hot wave did not move east 
quicker was that the low area of hot 
pressure was dissipated, or moved southward, 
before reachimy the Mississippi. The imme- 
diate cause of the hot wave was what we term 
a ‘low grounder,’ idto which the south wind 
played, literally filling the grounder full of 
hot weather. 

“New York,” said the weather man with a 
gleeful smile, “ will catch it tomorrow. Yes- 
terday the people there felt it at 75° and 85%. 
Today they see itup to 90°. Tomorrow it will 
go well up into the nineties. 

Boston will enjoy the same fate as New 
York. The thermometer will reach 85° there 
today. Tomorrow the Bostonians will 
swelter. Washington hada thunder shower 
yesterday, which accounts for the fact 
that 78° was the highest there. Wash- 
ington is the only city that is 80 
fortunate as Chicago today. 


Poor old St. Louis may have some show- 


ers tomorrow to cool the atmosphere. Thun- 
der showers in Iowa will help that State out 
tonight and tomorrow. In the Far West it 
will be cooler,”’ 

The weather man scanned his cliarts, and 
continued : 

„A high-grounder has started from the Pa- 
cific coast and it ought to make the weather 
cooler all through the country. It may not 
touch Chicago. If it reaches us it will be 
about Friday. 

“The weather for Chicago tomorrow will 
depend on the ‘wind. The temperature 
will be about 80° or lower. We always 
have to make up a forecast for Chicago separ- 
ate from other cities, and it is always un- 
reliable. Today the wind has been in the 
north and northeast steadily. Any other 
wind would give us 95°. At other points 
west, the wind has been generally south. 
Eastern cities have had easterly winds. Lake 
Michigan has been the dividing line. The 
chances are that by Friday we will have to 
wear overcoats here while the man in Joliet 
will still be wearing his linen duster. 
last year was a trifle cooler than it has 
been so far this year. August and 
September were the hottest months last year. 
July has been 5 degtees below normal so far.“

MAY NOT COME NORTH. 


THE ALLEY “ L ” LEASES PROPER. 
TY AT CONGRESS STREET, 


It Secures Enough for a Depot Site Near 
Its Present Terminal—The Move 
Thought to Indicate That the Company 
Does Not Expect to Secure a Right of 
Way Any Farther North at Present— 
North Shore Street Railway Projectors 
Expect Their Ordinance to Be Passed, 


The Alley Elevated Railroad company has 
just made a move which will convince a great 
many people that the terminus of the road 
is to be at Congress street for some time to 
come. It has leased a depot site to the east of 
its present stub end terminal at an annual 
rental which establishes an extraordinary 
square foot valuation. 

The property leased is owned by Ellen 
Williams, alias Lizzie Allen. It has a front- 
age of fifty-one feet on Congress street and is 
forty feet in depth. The annual rental agreed 
upon is $10,000. On a5 per cent basis this 
rental established a valuation of $200,000. 
This is just a trifle leas than $100 a square 
foot. It the lot had a frontage of the even 
fifty feet, the square foot valuation would be 
exactly $100. This is within $4 a square foot 
of the price established for the northwest cor- 
ner of State and Madison streets. 

This figure, however, is not supposed to 
represent anything like the real value of the 
property on Congress street. In fact, a choice 
frontage on Congress street was recently of- 
fered for a ninety-nine lease at half the above 
valuation. The Alley L“ company was 
sim ply forced to lease the property, and it is a 
case where the demand is strong and the sup- 
ply absolutely limited. The property on the 
opposite side of the Congress street terminal 
is owned by the McCormick estate. 

The railroad company provided for a station 
in the eastern portion of the two-story build- 
ing now ogcupying the property. This 
arrangement only allowed one depot plat- 
form at one side of the road. ‘The 
facilities for handling passengers at the 
down-town terminus are more limited than at 
any other station on the road. A crowd could 
be handled with more dispatch at ary of the 
stations south of Thirty-ninth street than at 
the Congress street station. The company 
will now either fit up the three-story building 
on the Williams lot for depot purposes, or 
tear it down and replace it with a new struct- 
ure, to be used for offices and station pur- 


poses, 

Just what improvement will be made will 
be decided when the company becomes con- 
vinced whether the road can be extended fur- 
ther north or not. A number of the officers 
of the road are of the opinion that the popu- 
lar demand for a northern extension will 
be so strong that the Council will 
grant the right of way for an elevated 
structure in the form of a loop around Michi- 
gan avenue, Randolph, and State streets. In 
any other case the terminus of the road will 
remain at Congress street, as the expense of 
condemning a right of way through the prop- 
erty north of Congress street, including the 
Palmer House, would practically prohibit the 
northern exteusion. 

The officials of the company consider that 
the lease just made will be a satisfactory 
transaction, no matter whether the down-town 
loop is built or not. They claim that that 
feature cut no figure whatever, as they were

‘Alexander Clark, secretary of the Chicag 
North Shore Street railway company, said 
yesterday afternoon: 

An Objector Answered, 

“The status of the case in a nutshell at 
present is, will the Council grant to the resi- 
dents of the north shore transportation facili- 
ties equal to those already granted to- the 
South and West Side lines, or are those resi- 
dents to be put to inconvenience because a 
few citizens living on the south end of the line 
are objecting? It all depends on whether the 
Council means to be just. The objections 
should have no weight, because they 
are made by those who already have 
eable facilities and who do not want the 
business of the city to move northward. The 
same objections were made a few years ago 
to the South Side and West Side cable lines, 
but it amounted to nothing for the reason 


that the objectors were outnumbered ten to 


one by people benefited. 

„see by an afternoon paper that R. 8. 
Elder, one of these objectors, says that an 
additional fare will be exacted at the end of 
the cable line from passengers destined to 
points on Evanston avenue south of Grace- 
land avenue. He also says that there is noth- 
ing that calls for sufficient service to carry all 
the cable passengers. Nothing could be fur- 
ther from the truth, The second section of 
the petition to the Mayor and City Council 
says: ' 

“Each train or motor run by said company 
shall haul a trailer for the accommodation of 
passengers between the cable and Graceland ave- 
nue, which trailer shall be under the manage- 
ment of the North Chicago Street railway com- 
pany and to which passengersshall be transferred 
as is now done tothe horse cars between said 
points.

MICHIGAN | REPUBLICANS IN FAVOR 
OF THE FARMER. 


The Saginaw Convention Adjourned Over 
- Until Today, When the Nomination will 
Be Made—The People’s Party in Georgia 
Puts a Full Ticket in the Field—Stone Is 
Nominated for Governor by Missouri 
Democrats—A Tangle in South Dakota— 
Results in Congressional Districts. 
Saainaw, Mich., July 20.— [Special. The 
Republican State convention today was a 
whooping big one. There were almost 800 


; | delegates on the floor, and fully 5.000 people 


on the outside trying to gain admission into 
the hall. 

There were Rich clubs, composed of sun- 
burned old farmers who wore.straw hats, and 
Pingree clubs of city men who carried canes 
and rode in carriages, and brass bands galore. 
All night long had the bands kept up their 
braying and tooting, until rest in Saginaw was 
out of all question. Ihe interest in the con- 
vention was getting hotter and hotter all the 
time and the Pingree men were resorting to 
an adoption of the Chinese plan of warfare. 
They affected as elements of success liter- 
ature and noise. 

The literature was in the shape of handbills, 
calculated to show Mayor Pingree’s great abil- 
ity ‘as a vote getter, and the noise was furnished 
by the brass bands, the orators, and numerous 
aggregations of stringed instruments such as 
mandolins and guitars which the Mayor’s 
friends brought with them from Detroit. 

It was full 3 o’clock before W. R. Bates, the 
Secretary of the State Central committee, got 
the convention to order. Quite a number of 
distinguished men were on the platform. Gov. 
Jerome of Saginaw County, who was a Rich 
man and who had been beaten as a candidate 
for one of the delegates from this county, ac- 
cupied a seat by the side of Uncle 8i“ Luce. 
Mark S. Brewer, who had been chosen as the 
Temporary Secretary, sat in close proximity to 
Mrs. J. Ellen Foster of Iowa, with ex-Con- 
gressman E. P. Allen in easy reach. 

A local divine offered a prayer, after which 
W. S. Linton, the Mayor of Saginaw, tendered 
the convention the metaphorical keys to the 
city. The Mayor said the citizens of Saginaw, 
irrespective of party, had combined to make 
the convention a success. To that end a 
thousand private houses had been thrown 
open for the entertainment of the visitors, 
That the Mayor’s views or expressions were 
correct is clearly proved by the facts of the 
case. Saginaw is doing itself proud, and the 
decorations of the hall were so ornate and 
beautiful as to leave no doubt as to the inten- 


tions of the people. 


The Temporary Organization. 

Mark S. Brewer, the Temporary Chairman, 
was introduced by Mr. Bates, who said that 
Gov. Tiffin of Ohio, as an agent of the land 
office of 1815, had reported to the General 
Government that that portion of Michigan 
not composed of sand hills was composed of 
morasses. Subsequent developments, Mr. 
Bates said, had proved the inaccuracy of Gov.

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| The Wagon Came Out on the Track Im- 


mediately in Front of a Flying Train— 
Lieut, Sidney May Shoots Himself 
Through the Head—Wholesale. Dry- 
Goods Merchants Want to Restore Rates 
of Discount—Mrs, J. Coleman Drayton 
Sails for Germany, 

New Lonx, July 20.—[Special.]—A fright- 
ful accident, due to the unprotected grade 
crossing of the Pennsylvania railroad in Fifth 
street, Harrison, N. J., resulted this afternoon 
in the death of a father and hiatwo boys and of 
two horses, The boys were killed almost in- 
stantly, while their father, James Burns of 
Brill street, Newark, died soon after without 
baving recovered consciousness. The boys 
were 7 and 9 years old respectively. 

Burns, who was a driver employed by the 
Newark steel works, started early in the after- 
noon from the Newark branch to the Harri- 
son branch of the works with a load of steel 
onone of the company’s heavy trucks. On 
tne seat with him were his two sons. As he 
neared the crossing a freight train etoa 
stop upon it and then parted, the intention of 
the engineer being to add some other cars to 
the train. Believing he had parted to let him 
cross the tracks, Burns drove on. At the same 
moment a west-bound train due in Market 
Street Station at Newark at half past three 
o’clock came thundering along. Burns did 
not see it because of the presence of the di- 
vided freight-train, it is supposed, and he 
drove his horses directly on the track. The 
locomotive was almost upon him and 
the engineer saw it was hopeless to 
think of averting an accident: Neverthe- 
less, he reversed his engine and put on the 
brakes. The next instant the locomotive 
crashed into the forward part of the heavy 
wagon, and Burns and his boys were crushed 
with it in a shapeless, splintered wreck. They 
were horribly mangled, and both wy died 
almost immediately. ‘Their legs were broken, 
their heads crus and their bodies bruised, 
cut and jammed. 7 

Burns, although fearfully injured and suf- 
fering from broken legs and internal hurts, 
was yet alive when taken from the wreck. He 
was removed to St. Michael’s Hospital in 
Newark, where he died at 6:30 o’clock. 


TO RESTORE THE OLD DISCOUNTS. 


An Alleged Combination of Wholesale Dry 
Goods Merchants, 

New York, July 20.—[Special. |—An alleged 
combination among wholesale dry goods 
firms for the purpose of reiustating the old 
rates allowed in discounts on sales is creat- 
ing much excitement in business circles, It 
is understood that the corporations making 
up the syndicate include the largest 
New York and Philadelphia houses in 
the business, and the indications are that 
their influence is sufficient to contro! the mar- 
ket. The rates are to be: * ge A bills, 1 
per cent in 10 days net; 60-day bills, 2 per 
centin 10, or 1 per cent 30; regular ay 
bills, 6 per cent 10, or 5 in 30 days regular 60- 
day bills, 6 per cent 10, or 5 in 30, or 4 in 60 
days. On carpets and oilcloths 4 per 
in 10, or $3 days. Lately 
some of the big houses have been 
allowing as high as 7 per cent on cash sales 
and a degree of competition between them ex- 
isted which promised to wipe out profits al- 
together. There is talk among these firms of 
associating ther for offense and defense, 
in other wo a trust isin contemplation 
among them in the near future. While such 
a program has not yet been agreed upon, 
what has been done is prelimin to learn 
how well the leading firms can together 
without discord, A dry goods authority said: 

The proposed economies would embrace a 
reduction in the number and cost of employed’ 
buyers, the reigning chief of. such a depart- 
ment retaining proper assistance, of course. 
Storehouses could be concentraved; purchases 
could be carried on under larger conditions; 
the products of mills be bought up instead of 
the present more or less divided method; sell- 
ing, carting, freights, and even rents in cer-

THE WORLD’S FAIR APPROPRIATION. 
On a call of the yeas and nays by a vote of 
122 to 110, adverse majority 12, 100 members 


Senate amendment appropriating $5,000,000 
of worn, battered fractional gilver out of cir- 
culation and lying idle in the Treasury for the 
World’s Fair. The Senate had previously 
passed the appropriation by a vote of 51 to 14. 
By a vote of 129 to 65, adverse majority 64, 
the Democratic House refused to concur in 
the Senate amendment increasing the appro- 
priation for the government’s own exhibit 
from $316,000 to $500,000. It also reversed the 
action of the Committee of the Whole in con- 
curring in the amendment appropriating $108, - 
000 for 50,000 bronze medals and 50,000 vellum 
diplomas. The only amendments concurred 
in were the liquor and Sunday closing, the 
latter by a vote of 147 yeas to 61 nays, to shut 
out the labor masses who wish to see the ex- 
Thereupon the Speaker 
appointed as a Committee of Conference from 
the House Holman of Indiana, Sayers of 
Texas, both hostile, and Bmgham of Pennsyl- 
vania, who is friendly. The Senate conferrees 
are Allison of Iowa, Gorman of Maryland, and 
Hale of Maine, all friendly. Thus the World’s 
Fair appropriation matters stand at present. 
There 1s one feature of the action of the 
House, as it concerns the $5,000,000 appropria- 
tion in worn fractional silver out of circula- 
tion and lying idle in the Treasury, which will 


not fail to attract universal attention 
and arouse equally universal indigna- 
tion. On the final vote ten Repre- 


sentatives from New York City and 
Brooklyn, Covert, Coombs, Clancy, Magner, 
Dunphy, Campbell, Cummings, Warner, Lit- 
tle, and Fitch, all Democrats, voted against 
extendimg any national aid to the National 
Fair! These are representatives of Tam- 
many. . 
The votes of the remaining Democrats who 
helped to defeat the appropriation were cast 
against Chicago to please Tammany by un- 
patriotic members. Had the Fair been in 
New Orleans, Louisville, St. Louis, Atlanta, 
or New York instead of in Chicago every one 
of those sectional Democratic votes would 
have been cast in favor of the appropriation. 
Nearly all the Southern members and the 
Tammany members voted to donate large 


sums out of the National Treasury in aid of a 


local New Orleans cotton exposition got up 


by the lamented defaulter, Majah Burke of 


Louisiana. No plea of economy or unconsti- 
tutionality prevented them from voting Fed- 
eral money in aid of this local private enter- 
prise. 

The hopefulness of the situation lies in the 
closeness of the vote. It is useless to expect 
any change of the Sunday closing amend- 
ment, and it is useless to regret now that the 
directors had not given Congress to under- 
stand long ago that it was not intended there 
should be any labor performed Sunday and 
that the Fair on that day would be a reat 
Fair. But there are. good grounds for belief 
that the appropriation may be secured in con- 
ference. ‘The press of the country is almost 
unanimous in its favor, and with one malig- 
nant exception the press of New York con- 
demns the action of those who defeated it. 
The interviews with prominent persons also 
reflect the same opinion, and, most significant 
of all, shrewd Northern Democrats already 
are beginning to fear the political outcome in 
November if the present hostile attitude of 
the Democrats in Congress is maintained, 
The appeals to the Democratic candidate 
for Vice-President and the sudden flight of 
Judge Altgeld to Washington tell the story and 
foreshadow a Democratic change of front. 
Both the great parties in convention assem- 
bled have declared that Congress should make 
such an appropriation as shall be requisite to 
the maimtenance of the national honor and 
public faith and promotive of populer inter- 
ests. That is all Chicago asks, and in this mat- 
ter Chicago has more than done its duty. The 
government appropriated $1,500,000, or only 
three cents per capita. Chicago alone has 
given $11,000,000, or $10 per capita. She, 
therefore, has the right to expect that the gov- 
ernment which ordered the Fair will furnish 
the five millions yet required to carry out the 
plans adopted and in large part completed. 


AN UNPATRIOTIC HOUSE. . 
The action of the House in defeating the 


necessary appropriation for the World’s Fair, 
called by the United States, is discreditable 
to the patriotism and national pride of the 
majority of that body. It can only be con- 
sidered as showing the low and inconsequen- 
tial view which that majority takes of the na. 
tional honor and the public faith. It js almost 
beyond comprehénsion that after the Federal 
Government through Congress had deliberate- 
ly decided there should be a World’s Exposi- 
tion held in this country in honor and memory 
of the discovery of the New World upon the 
grandest scale evef before witnessed; that 
after Congress had passed the bill organizing 
a National Commission in which every State 
is represented; and that after the President, 
by direction of Congress, had invited all 
the nations of the world to come 


bere with their exhibits and see “an 
“exhibition of the resources of the 
“United States of America, their de- 


* velopment, and of the progress of civiliza- 
tion in the New World,“ and an exhibition 
“of arts, industries, manufactures, and prod- 
*- ucts of the soil, mine, and sea,“ as the act of 
Congress recites, a majority of the House in 
the face of this record should deliberately, in 
cold blood, turn round and vote to stab and 
cripple it by withholding essential aid for it! 
This is extraordinary. What manner of Rep- 
resetitatives are these who will do such a 
thing? 

Congress has committed the Nation to this 
World’s Exposition. A majority of the States, 
relying upon it, in good faith have made ap- 
propriations for their exhibits and are erecting 
State buildings upon the Fair grounds at 
large expense. The agricultural, horticultural, 
forestry, mining, and manufacturing 
industries of the country are preparing 
to make a marvelous display. The mventors 
of the whole republic are bestirring them- 
selves to contribute the evidences of their 
genius. The nations of the world had become 
deeply interested. Great Britain and Ger- 
many had intended to far eclipse their exhib- 
its at the Centennial Fair of sixteen years 
ago. France is preparing to lead all Euro- 
pean competitors in variety and beauty of her 
exhibits. Russia, Italy, Austria, Denmark, Swe- 
den, Norway, Turkey, and Spain; far - away In- 
din, Japan, Siam, Persia, and China, the South 
American Republics, old Egypt, South Africa, 
and other parts of the Dark Continent are 
preparing to send in theirexhibits. The whole 
earth, indeed, is preparing to contribute its 
best products to the World’s Fair. What will

GET THE BIDS FIRST. 

If a City Eugineer, with years of experience 
and presumably a perfect acquaintance with 
the current prices for labor and for the ma- 
terials used in street improvements, cannot 
come within 20 or 25 per cent of the actual 
cost of paving a piece of street the Commis- 
sioner of Works ought to dispense with his 
services and get a man who can. There are 
in the employ of railroads and other corpora- 
tions engineers who can come 4 mighty sight 
closer than that. The professionals who do 
the paving estimates for the city could come 
within 3 or 4 per cent if they chose; but it 
would involve a little additional trouble. 
They would have to look at the street to be 
paved and keep an eye on the market prices 
of cedar blocks, fillmg, curbing and paving 
stone, labor, etc. At present they assume 
that the cost of all those things is fixed and 
remains what it was a dozen years ago—be- 
cause it saves them a heap of bother— while 
they charge just the same as if they performed 
their duty honestly. 

Owing to their indifference the city collects 
20 to 25 per vent more from property-holders 
than 1s necessary, That sum of money, which 
the taxpayers would be able to use profitably 
in their own business, is taken from them and 
deposited in banks where it draws interest for 
the City Treasurer, who thus waxes wealthy 
out of this special assessment bubiness. In the 
slow course of time a portion of this 20 or 25 
per cent excess is handed back reluctantly to 
those to whom it belongs, and from whom it 
should not have been extorted—provided they 
claim it. Nothing can be said in justification 
of this engineering way of doing public busi- 
ness. It is no justification for them tu say the 
same abuse was practiced under Harrison’s 
and Cregier’s administrations. 

Various suggestions have been made of 
changes in the rules which would do away 
with some of the defects of the present special 
assessment system. There are changes which 
ought to be made that do not need going to 
the Legislature in order to secure correct es- 
timates from fee-devouring engineers. 

Itisonly necessary to advettise for bids 
first, and base the estimates on them. This 
could be done if the Council so ordered, for 
there seems to be nothing in the statutes for- 
bidding it. The cost of the work depends on 
the lowest bid of a responsible contractor, 
and not on the perfunctory overestimates of 
lazy engineers. So, from the point of view of 
common-sense business-men, it would seem 
best to get the bids for the work first. It 
would be well for the city authorities to make 

the change. 


HOW ADLAI STEVENSON LOVES THE 
WORKINGMAN, 

It is well known that Adlai E. Stevenson, 
Grover Cleveland’s running mate, is Presi- 
dent of the McLean County Coal company at 
Bloomington in this State. Itis the natural 
outcome of this knowledge that people are 
anxious to know what Mr. Adlai E. Steven- 
son’s relations are with the miners’ organiza- 
tion of Illinois, especially since he poses as 
the champion of the workingmen. A working 
miner has thrown some light on this interest- 
ing subject in a communication printed in the 
Springfield (III.) State Journal, in which it is 
set forth that from the day Mr. Stevenson be- 
came President of the company he has op- 
posed every attempt of the miners to organ- 
ize a union. Union organizers have been to 
his mine and have been driven off. On one 
or two occasions a union was effected, but in 
each case it was broken up at once and the 
officers were discharged from the company’s 
employment. This pretended friend of the 
workingmen now says: All disputes or 
disagreements should be settled either 
by conference or arbitration.” In 
the years 1885, 1886, and 1887, when the 
Miners’ State and National Associations were 
trying to establish the principle of arbitra- 
tion, Stevenson was discharging and driving 
away every man in hisemployment who dared 
to join the union. The report of the Demo- 
cratic State Inspector of Mines for the Bloom- 
ington district, printed in 1888, confirms this 
miner’s testimony. It says: 

There have been only two strikes in this district 
during the last year. The first was by the miners 
employed by the McLean County Coal company 
at Bloomington. The company having discharged 
a few of theiremployés for taking a leading part 
in forming a union the miners as & body came out 
on a strike to have those who had been thus dis- 
charged reinstated, | 

Such is the record of this pretended: cham- 
pion of the workingmen who prates so glibly 
of his love for them and of the kindly, cor- 
dial feeling that should ever exist between 
employés and employers’! Are workingmen 
so dull and blind that they cannot understand 
this record? If they can, what inducement is 
it that brings them over to his support? They 
are prompt enough to condemn any Republic. 
an employer who may favor non-union labor. 
Are they so infatuated with Democra- 
cy that they will support a candi- 
date who not only favors non-union 
labor but discharges any man in his mines 
who joins a union? Is Stevenson's record one 
of love for American workingmen? The 
Trades Councils and Carpenters’ Unions of 
this city are talking of organiging a regiment 
to protect their union rights. The majority 
of these men will probably vote for Steven- 
son. Will they do so because le will not al- 
low his employés to organize a union and be- 
cause he discharges every one of them who 
joins a union? Will they march their regi- 
ment of union workers down to Stevenson’s 
non-union mine with drums beating and 
union flags flying and protect him in driving 
out union men and breaking up union organ- 
izations? When his miners strike, as they did 
in 1888, to have discharged nien reinstated, 
will the carpenters’ regiment appear at the 
mine with its Winchesters and howitzers, 
shoot down union strikers, and convoy non- 
union men into the mine and protect them at 


their work because their ¢tandidate, the 
President of the company, is op- 
posed to the employment of union 


men and the organization ot unions? Per- 


haps, if they can spare the timie, they will ex- 
plain why they applaud Mr. Stevenson, who 
never allows a union man to in his mine, 
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union men will not work for him. Perhaps. 
also, it world be well for them to compare 


notes with the union miners of Illinois. They 


may learn something to their advantage, for, 
unless all signs fail, the union miners of this 
State are going to ask Mr. Adlai E. Steven- 
son some ugly questions before the campaign 
is over and show up the record of this pre- 
tended friend of workingmen. 


“SHORT SELLERS” ABROAD. 

Supporters of the Hatch bill have ridiculed 
the idea that in case the measure become a 
law the business of trading in produce futures 
will be transferred across the Atiantic, thus 
giving the Old World a more powerful voice 
in fixing prices than it has now. 
the other side of the ocean think differently. 
Operators in grain in London and Liverpool 
are canvassing the probabilities of a large in- 
crease to their trade, and the business-men of 
Hamburg have formally instituted an ex- 
change, the principal trading on which is ex- 
pected to be in American cotton. They have 
sent letters and circulars to prominent men 
in New York and New Orleans informirg 
them that the exchange is fully organ- 
ized, and inviting correspondence with 
a view to setting in motion a flow 
of orders in case the Hatch bill 
is passed. They have adopted rules and 
regulations governing the purchase and sale 
of cotton in Liverpool and are understood to 
be arranging for a clearing-house on the 
American plan for the speedy equalization of 
differences in price on speculative transac- 
tions. 

All these preparations may not amount to 
much. The Hatch bill may not become a law 
of the land, or if it does the speculators may 
discover some way of getting around its pro- 
visions, though none of those thus far pro- 
posed rise in dignity above the veriest bucket- 
shop evasions of the present. But there can 
be little doubt that if the trading in futures, 
one side of which consists in selling property 
not actually in the possession of the seller, 
be killed off in the United States it 
will be transferred to some of the 
principal cities in Western Europe. Then 
instead of money being sent in large amounts 
to Chicago and New York to deposit as mar- 
gins, and pay commissions on this kind of 
business, the current will set the other way, for 
it is idle to suppose that men who want to 
back with money their own judgment in re- 
gard to the rise and fall of prices will not do 
so. A large aggregate of American bank bal- 
ances will have to be kept in Europe to pro- 
vide for these transactions and ultimately be 
used up in the payment of losses, as it is no- 
torious that the average result of speculation 
is a loss to the man who indulges in it, since 
if other things be equal his money is ulti- 
mately absorbed in the shape of expenses at- 
tending the deal. 

And it is hard to see how the producer in 
the United States could be benefited by hav- 
ing the selling prices of his property fixed by 
a lot of short operators in London, Liverpool, 
or Hamburg, as must be the case if it be true 
that those prices have hitherto been deter- 
mined on by the short selling class here. The 
British grain gambler could not be expected 
to have bowels of greater compassion than 
has his American brother, especially not 
when the object of the said compassion lives 
in this country. The chances are nine to one 
that the farmer ia the United States would 
find that he had jumped out of the frying pan 
into the fire as a result of the Hatch bill be- 
ing passed ostensibly in his favor,

A Call for Volunteers to Continue the Ven- 
ezuelan War.

Curacoa, W. I., July 20.—Ex-President Paul 
is still in Caracas awaiting the meeting of 
Congress for the election of a President. 
Should he be chosen, Bolet Paresa, Vene- 
zuelan Minister at Washington, will 
probably be recalied and Pedro Eze. 
kiel Rojas, now Minister to Chile, Ar- 
gentina, Uruguay, and Brazil, will succeed 
him. Although the arrival of Dr. Paul has 
brought about a temporary cessation of hos- 
tilities it is said there is constant danger that 
they may be resumed. Gen. Monagas, who is 
bitterly opposed to both Paul and Crespo, has 
wired to various parts of the country a call 
for 5,000 volunteers to defend the City of Car- 

acas when Crespo comes to take possession. 

Palacio left his country with an empty 
treasury. It is said when he embarked he 
had with him £80,000, having swept the treas- 
ury vaults and taken the last penny. Act- 
ing-President Villegas has with difficulty 
obtained enough cash to defray the 
ordinary expenses of the government. 
Villegas tendered the Treasury portfolio to 
Dr. Linares, Gen. Crespo’s financial agent, 
but he refused to accept the place. Carbij 
Palacio’s Governor of Caracas, has esca 
to Trinidad. 

It is reported that the British, taking ad- 
vantage of the internal troubles of Venezuela, 
have been encroaching upon Venezuelan soil 
on the Orinoco River, A British settlement 
has been made on the river ninety miles from 
its mouth. 

Panama, July 20.—A rumor has reached 
here that Crespo has been defeated in a de- 
cisive battle at Acuniltos. It is said he 
marched toward Caracas by a bad route and 
was attacked by the government forces at a 
disadvantageous point. No details of the 
alleged battle have reached here.

TERRIBLE TALE TOLD BY CASTAWAYS. 


Two Passengers from the Capsized Tahiti 
Succeed in Reaching Shore. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 20.—| Special. }— 
At least two of those who sailed from Drake's 
Bay in the ill-fated slave brig Tahiti were 
saved, if the story told by Leon Martell is 
true. Martell comes from San Diego, and 
says that last April, while up the 
coast, about sixty miles from Manzanilla, 
Mexico, he was told about two shipwrecked 
men who had been cast ashore, and went to 
see them. One was a Russian Finn named 
Johansen and the other a Gilbert Islander. 
They told him that they were on board the 
Tahiti when it capsized, and that with 
four others they escaped in a small 
boat. The brig capsized at night and was 
bottom up inside of five minutes. The four 
besides Johansen were natives, one being a 
woman. They had neither food nor water. 
On the fourth day tne woman died, and the 
rest of the party were forced to eat por- 
tions of her body to keep themselves. alive. 
On the tenth day one of the Islanders took to 
drinking salt water and soon went 
mad, and that night plunged into the 
sea. Another the Islanders was 
taken sick and yg The body was 
cast overboard and the two survivors lay in 
the little craft waitmmg for death. It rained 
that night and the two men got plenty of the 
precious fluid. When daylight caine the re 
‘mains of the woman’s body were 
thrown overboard, as the stench had 
become unbearable. Sixteen days after leaving 
the ill fated brig the boat was cast ashore, 
and the two men crawled out and lay down on 
the beach. They were carried to the huts of 
some fisiiermen near by, and it is there that 
they were found by Martell. 

he Tahiti sailed from Drake’s Bay Sept. 8 
with a cargo of 400 Gilbert Islanders, bound 
for San Benito, Mexico. Nothing was seen 
or heard of the vessel until it was 
sighted bottom up near Lizard Point by 
the steamer Roseville in October. The Ta- 
hiti’s cargo was made up of men, women, 
and children, and there wero several 
Americans aboard, including H. H. Leav- 
itt, a New York lawyer, who was engaged 
in this species of slave-trading, and Capt. 
Paulsen and a crew shipped from San Fran- 
cisco.

WANT TO BUY ELECTRIC ROAD STOCK. 


Negotiations for the Transfer of Shares in 
the Love Traction Company. 

Negotiations are pending for a transfer of 
a large interest in the stock of the Love Elec- 
tric Traction company, the concern which has 
operated its system of electric transit on Mr. 
Yerkes’ Fullerton avenue line for some 
months past. The prospective buyers, it is 
given out, are Baltimore and Philadelphia 
capitalists with whom are interested the own- 
ers of the Metropolitan Traction company of 
New York. 

M. M. Jameson, through whom the nego- 
tiations were carried on, declined yesterday 
to say much regarding the transaction, de- 
claring that it was too soon to make a state- 
ment. From another gource, however, it was 
learned that the road will be examined by an 
expert employed by the prospective buyers 
within a week and that the transaction will be 
definitely closed or declined soon thereafter. 

„The capital stock of the company,” said 
a man who is well posted, is $10,000,000, of 
which $6,000,000 has been issued. The nego- 
tiation is for the greater part of the latter. 
There will be no reorganization, but the com- 
pany will immediately begin operations in an 
energetic way. Possibly it will erect a man-

Released at Pittsburg on $10,000 Bail— 
Crowds Assemble at the Depot and a 
Monster Parade Is Headed by the Band 
Gov. Pattison Will Not Recall the 
Militia Until Full Quiet Has Been Re- 
stored~Time for Workmen to Return 
to the Union Mills Expires Today. 8 

Homnsrnap, Pa., July 20. Special.] Vic- 
tory is with the strikers aggin today, fand 
the whole town is rejoicing. This time it was 

a legal victory, and came in the release of 

Burgess John McLuckie, eharged with the 

crime of murder, on $10,000 bail. It was a 

gigantic surprise to the strikers and the mill 

bosses, for yesterday no one dared hope that 

a man charged with murder could be released 


on bonds. 

This victory has changed the whole aspect 
of the labor war here, and unless the company 
succeeds in checkmating this victory the trou- 
ble may be prolonged for months. The streets 
are thronged with rejoicing strikers. They 
flocked to the depot by the hundred to meet 
the Burgess. A brass band was hired. Car- 
riages containing the Common Council and 
prominent citizens drove up, and when the 
train arrived the throng gave vent to loud 
cheers. After the procession had marched up 
and down the main streets of the borough the 
Burgess was taken nome, where his wife and 
davghter had been waiting impatiently 
to see him. Fearing that 8 might 
occur during the procession that would bring 
on a riot, three troops of cavalry and a bat- 
tery of two Gatling guns were ordered out and 
held in readiness for action, , 

Violent Circular Issued. 

A circular of the most violent anarchistic 
order was mysteriously distributed * 
soldiers at camp Sam Black last night. It is 
an appeal to the militiamen not to 
allow themselves to be made the hired 
butchers of the grinding, greedy capitalists. 
It recited at great length the wro of the 
laboring men who were mercilessly robbed 
of their just earnings that the families of 
the land pirates might live in luxury and idle- 
ness, and then told how different it would be 
if the soldiers would turn and let every tyrant 
know that he could no longer hire one-half of 
the workingmen to butcher the other half. In 
that day every man would have an abundance, 
and there would be no poorhouses and no 


jails, 

Whatever the desire of the author may have 
been, the fact remains that the strikers are be- 
coming heartily tired of the militia, It is 
not uncommon for the strikers to jeer at the 
militiamen as they pass. 

So far as could be learned, the expected in- 
crease in the number of non-union men at 
the mills did not materialize, but the armor- 
plate mill was operated with a full force, and 
the last steel plate for the new United States 
cruiser Monterey was finished. It is 14 feet 
long, 5 feet wide, and 15 inches thick, and if 
it stands the government test the company 
will receive $9,000 for it. 

It was given out by one of the officials at 
the mill today that no more non-union men 
would be received until after 6 o’clock Thurs- 
day evening. He said they wished to give 
their old men the time that had been prom- 
ised before filling the mill with outsiders. If 
the old employés do not respond skilled work- 
men will be taken from the non-union Car- 
negie piants to do tne difficult work until the 
new non-union men can be broken in, 

Tour Made of the Works. 

A correspondent entered the Carnegie 
works today ana made a careful count of the 
number of men at work. The total on the first 
tour was sixty-five. The total on the second 
tour was sixty-three. Over half an hour was 
occupied in the examination, which was thor. 
ough and deliberate from beginning to end. 
The total included workmen of whatever de- 
scription, bosses, cooks, waiters, watchmen, 
all in every working department, the cflice 
building at the main gate being alone left un- 
visited, The correspondent’s surreptitious 
entrance to the milis was made necessary by 
the fact that the proper gateways are closed 
and sealed to newspaper men, orders being 
issued to not even allow their cards to be sent 
in 8 an audience with the superintend- 
en 

Fires were burning in part of open hearth 
department No. 1 and in the armor plate 
mill, but in neither was there more than half 
a dozen men when the newspaper inspection 
was made. Two locomotives were in opera- 
tion in the yards, and in one place what 
seemed to be six red hot, newly made, or new- 
ly heated armor plates were seen. This was 
the sum total of anything bearing a resem- 
blance to new product that could be observed 
in the tour or during its repetition. Steam 
wasup in nearly all the stationary engines 
throughout the establishment, but for what 
purpose was not apparent. 

Gov. Pattison Is Determined. 

Gov. Pattison seems to have taken a de- 
cisive stand in regard to his attitude toward 
the strikers. According to Col, Green, Gov. 
Pattison made the followmg statement to- 
night while discussing the situation: . 

1 will not order the troops away from 
here until law and order have been fully re- 
stored, and there is no possible chance for an- 
other outbreak between the strikers and the 
company. There are $8,000,000 in the State 
Treasury and I will spend every sent of it 
and mortgage the State if necessary to kee 
the militia here until the trouble is at an en 
I will adopt no half-way measures. Every 
citizen of the United States shall be allowed 
to exercise his rights in this State while I am 
Governor and he violates no law.“ 

O'Donnell Returns and Will Surrender. 

Hugh O'Donnell arrived at Homestead 
about midnight. All I can say about my 
mission,“ he remarked, is that it will result 
in a declaration of peace between the strikers 
and the company.”’ 

While in New York he learned that a war- 
rant had been sworn out for his arrest m the 
charge of murder. It annoyed me greatly,” 
he said, because I knew from what 
papers said that people thought I had fled to 
escape arrest. I arranged matters as best 
I could, and caine directly back here, and in 
the morning will give myself up. As soon as 
I can get out on bail I will go back and com- 
plete the deal. From the present outlook, I 
cannot see how it can fail to bring about a 
settlement.“ 

The sensation tonight was a sudden stop 
which Gen. Snowden put upon demonstra- 
tions in honor of Burgess McLuckie. A bat- 
tery of artillery, three troops of cavalry, and 
two companies of infantry, all fully armed and 
accoutered, were held in readiness on the hill- 
side to post down upon the strik- 
ers at a moment’s notice if Gen. Snow- 
den’s order had met with the slightest 
resistance. Capt. John Gerbich of Chambers- 
burg, with Company C, Eighth Regiment, 
numbering thirty-five men, brought the or- 
der, arriving at Burgess MeLuckie's house 
just when the strikers, fully 1,500 
strong, with bands playing, the Town 
Council in carriages, and Stars and 
Stripes floating proudly over the 
liberated magistrate of the borough, marched 
up the street from the depot. Capt. Gerbich 
quietly requested that the addresses be dis- 

nsed with and the crowd disperse. Mr.

WHAT WILL BE DONE AFTER TODAY? 


Time Granted Former Workmen to Return 
to the Union Mills About to Expire, 

Prrrsnund, Pa., July 20.—There is much 
speculation about the Union mills as to what 
will oecur after tomorrow, it being the last 
day granted the former workmen to come 
back. The men still hold that men cannot 
be gotten. On the other hand, people who 
know the firm’s intentions say that the num- 
ber of applications for work is a guarantee 
that a portion of the mills can be started. No 
efforts have been made as yet to organize the 
steel workers at Braddock. It is said the 
workmen have. but little sympathy for the 
Homestead workmen and that they will not 
strike under any conditions. At Beaver Falls 
additional watchmen have been placed about 
the mill, but no trouble is apprehended, So 
far as known there have been no applications 
for the vacant positions to be filled. 

Considerable excitement was caused in the 
neighborhood of Thirty-third street this 
morning by the attempt of about fifty non- 
union inen to get into the upper Union mills. 
The strikers have been patrolling this district 
day and night, and immediately upon the ap- 
pearance of the men they were surrounded by 
a large body of strikers. No arms or clubs 
were displayed, but the situation looked 
serious for atime. One of the new men made 
a show of resistance and was roughly handled 
but cooler heads prevented a disturbance, and 
the new men were finally induced to leave.

Secretary. of the Treasury Foster Indorses

At an executive meeting of the walking dele- 
gates this afternoon strikes were ordered on 
the United Charities Building at Twenty-third 
street and Fourth avenue, a grain and feed 
building on West Eleventh street. and a build- 
ing in Thirty-fourth street, near Third avenue. 
About 800 men in all were called out. 


Possible Strike of Telegraph Operators, 

LouisvILIL k. Ky., July 20.—There is a pros- 
pect of a strike on the part of the telegraph 
operators of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road. A committee of eighteen of the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers has been in session 
here several days. The men ask an advance 
of pay and the adoption of certain rules for 
the dismissal of men. An effort will be made 
to reach President M. H. Smith and secure an 
agreement with him. If this cannot be done 
a strike is expected. About 2,000 men will 
be involved. The order now numbers 21,000 
at whom are pledged to support a strike if 
made.

STATEMENT OF PENSIONS PAID, 


Comparison of Amounts Paid by Cleveland 
and Harrison’s Administrations, 

Pension Agent Clements received from the 
authorities at Washington yesterday a state- 
ment of the pensions paid during the last 
year, and a comparison of the sums paid dur- 
ing the administrations of Presidents Harri- 
son and Clevelanc. The report shows that 
during last year 311,589 pensions were paid, 
amounting to $39,155,987, and there are now 
817,828 cases pending. In 1891 the total num- 
ber of pensioners on the roll throughout the 
country was 676,160. 

From March, 1885, to June, 1888, under the 
Cleveland administration, the total number of 
certificates issued amounted to 334,407, and 
salaries paid to disburse the fund amounted 
to $8,106,419, or an average of $24.24 a certifi- 
cate, making 72 9-10 cents for each pension. 
The amount distributed during that period 
was $237,685, 704. . 

Under the Harrison administration, from 
March, 1889, to June, 1892, the tollowing 
figures are given: Number of certificates is- 
sued, 759,603; salaries paid for distributing, 
$8,437,375; average cost for salaries in issuing 
each certificate, $11.10.

Dr. Clarke Gapen, whose views on the dis- 
position of garbage appeared in an interview 
in Tux Tarpune Saturday, thinks that he was 
to an extent misread by the writer of the edi- 
torial that appeared in this paper on the fol- 
lowing morning relative to what he had said. 
And while feeling—as he expressed himself to 
a representative of Taz Txrrsuns—that his 
views had already received more considera- 
tion than a non-resident could reasonably ex- 
pect, he desired in view of the editorial to be 
quoted further, as follows:

THEY STOLE FROM THE RAILROADS. 


A Far-Reaching Conspiracy Involving Pas- 
senger Agents and Conductors, 

Kansas Crry, Mo., July 20.—[Special.}— 
The railroad sensaticn came to a head today. 
An investigation that has been in progress for 
several weeks has resulted in the unearthing 
of a monster steal by city passenger agents 
working in collusion with conductors, 

For many months the Santa Fé has been 
satisfied that it was carrying many more pas- 
sengers than it was getting paid for and was 
at a loss where to locate the leak. The other 
roads, too, feit that they were being system- 
atically robbed, but how they could not tell. 
Detective John P. Slough was detailed on the 
case by the Santa Fé about five weeks ago 
with an understanding among all the roa 
that they should let Slough work the case 
alone, as so many detectives might excite sus- 
picion. 

In consequence a far-reaching system of 
robbing the ‘railroads been brought to 
light. When any of the passenger agents 
found a man whom they thought they could 
trust, instead of taking him to their regular of- 
fices and selling him a ticket may would tix 
up a deal with some conductor whereby the 
passenger should be carried to his destination 
for about half price; this amouut being paid 
to the conductor on the train, who uron his 
return divided with the passenger agent. 

This system was originally worked only on 
the lines of the nts involved. 1 
they began to exchange business with eac 
other and divide profits. They soon picked 
out crooked conductors on other roads and 
took them into the partnership. Finally the 
combine came to include conductors on every 
line running into Kansas City. At least one 
broker was taken into thedeal. Asthe con- 
ductors were removed from one division to 
another the association increased. 

Then a new feature was added that of 
transfers, so to speak —and the association 
secured its regular customers. The feature of 
competition even entered into the business, 
and the conductors between here and Chicago 
and St. Louis who would carry the passengers 
the cheapest got the money. Today the as- 
sociation’? has members running trains on 
every road entering the city. Detective Slough 
has a list of 250 conductors and passenger 
agents who are in the scheme. 


MORE TROUBLE BETWEEN THE SEAMEN. 


The Union Claims the Carriers’ Association 
Is Guilty of Boycotting.

CLEVELAND, O., June 29, 1892.—To the Master 
of any vessel of the Lake Carriers’ Association: 
It is the request of the committee of the Lake 
Carriers’ Association that all masters of vessels 
belonging to the association employ no men ex- 
cept through the shipping offices of the Lake Car- 
riers’ Association when at or near a port where 
such shipping offices are maintained. 

And that the masters of such vessels will not on 
any occasion discharge apy seaman employed as 
above, except for incompetency, drunkenness, 
neglect of duty, or other just caube. 

And that such masters will, in retaini such 
seamen in constant employment, as well as in 
other things, seek to fully 1 aut the object of 
this association.

STONES IN MAJ. TOWNE’S LUNG, 


Remarkable Medical Operation Performed 
by Which the Substance Is Removed, 

Surgeons E. W. Andrews and C. W. Crary 
of the Medical Board of Pension Examiners 
have performed a remarkable surgical opera- 
tion on Maj. O. C. Towne, the veteran who 
has been under their charge for some time, 
Maj. Towne resides at Argyle Park, and has 
been confined to his bed for nearlya year 
from a growing abscess in his right lung. Two 
mont hs ago the lung was opened and the ab- 
scess cut and drained. Maj. Towne began to 
recover rapidly, but recently his condition be- 
came worse, a continual discharge from the 
lung bafliimg the skill of the surgeons. 

Last Sunday Dr. Andrews determined on 
another operation, He proposed opening the 
cavity in the lung to better drain the diseased 
spot. After the surgeons had made an in- 
cision they found almost the entire lung dis- 
eased, and accordingly went further than they 
at first intended and removed the fourth, fifth, 
sixth, and seventhribs, This opening was large 
enough to admit the su n’stwo hands. in 
this cavity the surgeons found a great quantity 
of stony substance, some of the pieces be ing as 
large as marbles and as hard as stone, while 
that which was in the bottom of the cavity 
was as fine as sand. The walls of the cavity 
were also covered with the stony substance. 
Every particle of the stone was removed and 
the wound covered up and dr 

Twenty-four hours after Maj. Towne had 
Ar- wonderfully and yesterday he was 
feeling better than for some weeks. Dr. An- 
drews says the case is the most remarkable 
one he ever handled and nothing of its like 
has been reported in medical annals. Maj. 
Towne was like a man going about with his 
lung full of loose stones. The rocky sub- 
stance taken from the: lung was evidently 
formed by some chemical action in the mat- 
ter which came from the diseased parts. The 
surgeons say there is now every prospect of 
Ma). Towne’s recovery. Dr. Andrews will 
make a lengthy report on the case for a medi- 
cal journal.

ENGLISH RACING OF EXCELLENCE, 


The Herne Hill Twenty-four Hour Cup 
Race Promises Well, 


Now that the English championships have 
been run and for the most part won by Zimmer- 
man—he has secured three out of four of them— 
the greatest eventon the English path in pros- 
pect is the Cuca Cocoa cup race, the promoters 
of which are business-men with an eye to the ad- 
vantage they might reap, but which nevertheless 
does not preclude the possibility of giving the 
public one of the greatest races on record. It is 
a twenty-four-hour race on the Herne Hill track 
in London, which will draw some of the best 
long-distance riders that the world knows. 
The entrants include such well-known riders 
as Holbein, whose name is familiar to 
every cyclist ; Shorland, the happy- 
go-lucky individual, who is fit for any dis- 
tance at any time; F. Edge, who has eclipsed 
him in times gone by, and today himself stands 
eclipsed: Tommy Edge, his brother: Bates, the 
unfortunate man who, a few mouths ago, had it 
in his power to break the twenty-four hour rec- 
ord but colla just as victory was within his 
grasp; and Walsh, one of the most notable road- 
riders and long-distance men in the world. All 
of these men are riders of the geared ordinary, 
and the acutest kind of interest attaches to the 
way in which they shall acquit themselves in this 
event. There are other men who are entered, but 
they will ride safeties and tricycles. No ordinary 
has been entered for record purposes. There are 
only two classes, the geared — being placed 
in the safety class. Special care will be taken to 
time the performances of the geared ordinary 
riders from the start to the finish, and 
yond a doubt the work of some one or more 
of them will formally establish the reputation of 
the new machine. It has been demonstrated 
across the water that for long distances the 
geared ordinary is by far and away the best ty 
of wheel which can be ridden. It is easy to 4. — 
if the right sort of a man is mounted on it; the 
position is not fatiguing, and the speed to be ob- 
tained from it is unquestionably greater than that 
to be obtained out of the safety. All the long- 
distance records that in times past have stood for 
the admiration of the world have been lowered 
this year by riders of the geared ordinary, and it 
is expected that on account of the thorough train- 
ing which the cracks above mentioned have un- 
dergone at least 400 miles will be ridden in 
twenty-four hours. 


Stephane Beats Spooner’s Record, 

Stephane, the Frenchman, now holds the 
world’s record, having recently beaten Spooner’s 
distance of 375 milés, by making 392 miles, and it 
is conceded on all hands that Stephane is not 
anything like the road rider and has not anythi 
like the enduring qualities which distinguis 
such men as Holbein, Edge, Bates, and Shorland. 
The cup race will not be run for some time yet, 
but everyone is awaiting its outcome with fever- 
ish interest.

T0 WIN BY POLITICS. 


How THE WORLD'S FAIR APPRO- 


PRIATION MAY PASS. 


Pressure Being Brought to Bear Upon 
Democratic Members of the House to 
Compel Them to Vote for the Senate 
Provision—The Chances Are Now in 
Favor of the Conference Committee Be- 
ing Forced to Report Favorably—How 
the House Majority Is to Be Converted, 

Wasarncron, D. C., July 20,—| Special. ]— 

Politics is now the hope of the World's Fair 

appropriation. It reste with the Illinois Dem- 


ocrats to make their party understand that 


with its majority of 150 in the House it cannot 
afford to denationalize the Exposition. It 
may be humiliating to the people of Chicago 
to have it brought down to. this level, but 
there is nothing else for them to do. When 
half a dozen leading Democrats jn the House 
are satistied that they will lose votes by refus- 
ing the appropriation it will be granted. Noth- 
ing else is likely to fetch it. Appeals to pa- 
triotism, to national pride, and to justice are 
worthless when madeto Tammany and the 
South. This has been shown so clearly that 
there is no use trying to disguise it, Director- 
General Davis is on the ground. So is candi- 
date Altgeld. 

T'he Senate will stand firm for the full ap- 
propriation of $5,000,000. This can be stated 
on absolute authority. Hot weather and the 
wish of Congressmen to get away from Wash- 
ington will not change this purpose, and the 
Senate will not be hurried into an adjourn- 
ment, leaving the Worid's Fair without prop- 
er provision. As Chairman Allison of the 
Appropriations committee said, the Senate 
put in the appropriation because they believed 
it essential to the success of the Exposition, 
and they do not propose to have it taken out. 
The conferences on the General Deficiency 
bill were passed today in order that the con- 
ferrees might be able to give their whole 
time to the Sundry Civil, with its 
World’s Fair clauses. It happens that Allison 
and Hale in the Senate and Holman and Sayers 
in the House are conferrees on both the Gen- 
eral Deficiency and the Sundry Civil bills. 
They are hopeful that they will get down to 
work on the Sundry Civil tomorrow, and by 
the following day a disagreement may be re- 


ported. 
A Disagreement Is Certain. 

As the Senate conferrees will insist on the 
World’s Fair provisions a disagreement is 
certain. Allison and Hale will be reinforced 
in their stand by Gorman, who has a profound 
conviction that his party cannot afford 
to. keep on antag6nizing the Fair in 
the way it has done, Gorman’s influence 
is not needed in the Senate. Where it 
will count is in the House, among members 
who are in the habit of looking up to him for 
political guidance. When the disagreement is 
reported to the House by Objector Hclman it 
will be in order to move that the House re- 
cede from its disagreement. A majority vote 
will carry this proposition and will make the 
Senate Worid’s Fair amendment part of the 
bill. With only a majority of 12 or 13 to back 
them, Holman, Sayers, Dockery and the other 
champions of parsimony have no clear course 
before them. By anything like decent man- 
agement that adverse majority can be changed 
between now and Friday or Saturday. 

Conservative Democrats are anxious to have 
it done. It must be said that the record is 
black enough for them. Without a Republic- 
an vote against the appropriation in either 
the Senate or the House it will be a hard task 
to satisfy intelligent public sentiment that tne 
Democratic party in Congress has done its 
duty towards a great national enterprise, An 


analysis of the vote in the House against the 


appropriation yesterday is a showing that may 
well make progressive Democrats blush for 
their party. Of the 123 votes which the re- 
vised count shows against the appropriation 
114 were cast by Democratic members, and 
the remaining 9 were Farmers’ Alliance Rep- 
resentatives. More than this, it ap- 
pears from the pairs that there were 
about thirty Democratic members who took 
that means of showing their hostility to the 
Fair, while there were only three or four Dem- 
ocratic pairs in favor of it. 
How It May Be Passed. 


In spite of this showing it is ible to 
pass the appropriation. Ifj;half a dozen Dem- 
ocratic members can be induced to change 
their votes the Senate amendments will be 
agreed to. The Republicans will furnish all 
the remaining strength that is needed and will 
stay in town to keep a quorum. It may be 
said that if the Southern and Tammany mem- 
bers carry out their threats to prevent the 
adoption of the amendinents by breaking a 
quorum, the Senate will not be forced into re- 
ceding on that account. It will stay right along 
in session until the leaders of the House see the 
need of enforcing the attendance of a quorum. 
It looks now as though this is about all that 
will be needed in crder to secure concurrence 
in the Senate amendments. 

If the friends of the Fair dont succeed in 
securing a majority when Holman reports the 
first disagreement the bili can go back into 
conference and a second disagreement be re- 
ported, for thé Senate has no intention of re- 
ceding. The advice of those who understand 
che situation is also against accepting any 
compromise which will reduce the amount of 
the appropriation. It will be abut as easy to 
get the $5,000,000 as to secure $2,500,000. 

Many of the supporters of the Exposition 
are staying in Washington at pérsonal incon- 
venience in order to insure a quorum. On 
this point the friends of the Exposition have 
a clear advantage. The majority of its oppo- 
nents are not willing to stay in order to beat 
the bill, and many of them who go away will 
not be able to secure pairs. Members who 
stay in order to help the Exposition mostly 
have sense enough not to make it easy for the 
opposition by pairing with the absentees. So 
after one or two more votes, it will be foun 
that a goodly number of absentees cannot se- 
cure pairs. The wise member who stays 
makes a pair, with the condition that he be 
allowed to vote whenever his vote is necessary 
for a quorum, 


Cannot Let the Bill Fail Entirely. 


If it comes down to the point where the 
enemies of the Fair resort to dilatory tactics 
and to quorum breaking in order to keep the 
Exposition from getting its dues the responsi- 
bility on Speaker Crisp and the leaders of the 
House will be a grave one. While reckless 
members talk that they will Jet the Sundry 
Civil bill fail rather than have the World’s 
Fair appropriation adopted, this does not rep- 
resetit the views of the men who control legis- 
lation, That is going further than the party 
in control of the House can ever afford to go. 
It is worthy of note that among the 
few Southern members of prominence 
who supported the appropriation wag | 
Gen. Catchings of Mississippi. He is the 
Speaker’s right- hand man and a member of 
the Committee on Rules, Having shown his 
friendliness to the Fair and committed him-

It will be just as well not to put any further 
trust in the Kentucky delegatior.

give some other section of the country 
recognition. Not one yote ftom Kentucky 
has been recorded in favor of the Exposition, 
either in the Senate or House, Instead much 
of the active opposition has come from that 
quarter and, seemingly, no effort has been 
made to overcome it by the Kentucky men 
who have been honored by the Exposition.

Judge Altgeld went out at once to find Sen- 
ator Palmer. The junior Senator has had oc- 
casion to know a good deal more of the meas- 
ures of his party in Congress than has the 
candidate for Governor.

Altgeld presented the political 
aspect of the case to Holman in a strong 
light. He also saw Dockery and other econ- 
omist’’ party leaders. Most of them thought 
that as the party was already so strongly on 
record against the Fair it would gain nothmg 
by retracing its steps. As to Sunday clos 
that matter is settled for good. Altgeld wil 
continue his missionary labors, though the 
Illinois Congressmen do not seem to think 
that his presence will do any good. Some of 
them resent it. 

The Position of Labor Men, 


No fears need be felt that the Exposition 
will be harmed by the persons who are under- 
taxing to oppose it in the name of organized 
labor. They have overshot the mark. To- 
day’s meeting of the Durborow committee 
was sensational in tat it put the represent- 
ativee of the Knights of Labor who were un- 
dertaking to embarrass the Fair on the de- 
fensive. The meeting was called to hear the 
complaints which Secretary Hayes and Mr, 
Wright of the Executive Board were expected 
to make. These were set forth in the follow- 
ing telegram: 

PaILADELPAHIA, Pa., July 2.—To the Hon. J. 
C. Durborow Jr., Washington. D. C.: The Gen- 
eral Executive Board of the Knights of Labor 
will be pleased to meet your committee on the 
World's Fair appropriation tomorrow (Wednes- 
day) at any hour you may name. We donot wish 
to delay the vote on the bill, but the employment 
of foreign labor, the violation of the national 
eight-hour law, as well as that of the State of 
lliineis and the City of Chicago, the 
reduction of wages by the management of 
all mechanics, both in and outside of 
the World’s Fair buildings, the employment of 
policemen inside the big fence to arrest union 
workmen, the refusal to allow union men inside 
the works, and many other grievances worthy of 
consideration by the committee should be of suf- 
ficient importance to induce you to gratit this re- 
quest. We had intended issuing a pavests against 
the World’s Fair, publishing the full grievances, 
and asking all workmen to refrain from vatroniz- 
ing it. This loss would amount to more in the 
way of gate money than the appropriation asked 
for from Congress, If itis to show the progress 
of American labor, then it is a lie on its face. 


Will you favor me with a reply by wire? 
oun W. HAYEs, 


General Secretary-Treasurer Knights of Labor, 

Messrs. Hayes and Wright arrived too late 
to be heard today and after the Hayes tele- 
gram had been read Chairman Durborow 
asked Commissioner St. Clair if he cared to 
say anything about the alleged grievances of 
the Knights. Mr. St. Clair had something to 
say, and he said itemphatically. He told 
how he had met the Knights in Washington 
several weeks ago, and had assured them that 
their complaints that non-union labor was in- 
terfered with or discriminated against were 
unjust. Further than this, he had invited the 
committee to visit Chicago, and see for itself. 
This the committee had done and had 
consulted with the local trades as- 
sembly with the directory. -The labor 
laws of Illinois had been shown them and it 
had been established that practically every- 
thing they asked had been granted, except a 
minimum rate of wages. This could not be 

one because the local directory could not in- 
Yerfere with contracts already made. But tho 
complaints that union labor was denied ad- 
mittance to the Exposition grounds and that 
representatives of the Knights were arrested 
when they sought it by the police force on the 
Fair grounds were shown to be utterly un- 
founded, However, an arrangement was made 
by which their credited representatives were 
given every privilege that could be asked. 

Mr. St. Clair said that the committee pro- 
fessed itself entirely satisfied and even offered 
its cooperation in eirculating petitions. He 
added that Mr. Devlin came over from Detroit 
to urge the petitioh matter, and suggested 
that the expense should be borne by the nian- 
agers of the Fair. Then Mr. St. Clair said 
he replied that there was not much money re- 
quired for such a purpose. but probably any 
legitimaje expense incurred would be met. 

This, according to Commissioner St. Clair, 
did not satisfy Devlin, and he bluntly said that 
the Knights ought to have $10,000 for “* cirou- 
lating petitions. This Mr. St. Clair said was 
after Devlin had made several indirect de- 
mands for money all of which he had ignored. 
When Devlin plumply put the proposition for 
$10,000, Mr. St. Clair declined to entertain it 
and then the conversation ended. Mr. St. 
Clair said he had noteven repeated this de- 
mand of Devlin’s to the Expesition Directors, 
and they were probably in ignorance that it 
had been mede. His statement to the Dur- 
borow committee was his first public declara- 
tion. Mr. St. Clair did not charge that Dev- 
lin had undertaken in the name of 
the Knights to blackmail the World’s 
Fair. He merely stated what the facts were, 
and tonight he reiterated his version of the 
interview. If the Knights carry out their 
threat of going before the conference com- 
mittee and opposing the appropriation Mr. 
St. Clair will tell the conferrees what he told 
the Durborow committee. This, however, 
will not be necessary in order to convince the 
Senators and Representatives that the demand 
made in the name of the Knights is unjust. 
Even Holman, with all his unfriendliness, 
will hardly care to make the grievance of the 
Knights a prop in his opposition to the appro- 
priation, 


Charge Against Secretary Hayes. 


General Secretary Hayes was seen this 
afternoon. He said that there was nothing 
for, him to explain because, as he understood 
it, Commissioner St. Clair had made no state- 
ment involving him in the request for $10,000, 
As St. Clair had laid that at the door of Dev- 
lin, Devlin was the man to be seen about it, 
But when Commissioner St. Clair again ap- 
pears before a committee he may say 
something further which will call 
for an explanation from Hayes as 
well as Devlin. Tonight he stated 
that Hayes had demanded money in Washing- 
ton for“ circulating petitions.“ ete. Accord- 
ing to Mr. St. Clair, Hayes came to him here 
in June in regard to the Fair and made several 
suggestions of what the Knights might do. 
One day he said they would need money. 
Well, how much will you need?“ asked St. 
Clair. Hayes wasn’t sure, but said he would 
think about it. The next day he came back 
and St. Clair again asked, How much will 
you need?“ 

„About $10,000,” was the reply. 

“That is absurd,” said St. Clair. This is 
the positive statement of Commissioner St. 

lair regarding what took place between him- 
lf and Hayes. He further declares that when 
e pronounced the request for $10,000 as ab- 
urd Hayes declared that if the Knights were 
not petitioning for the Fair petitions might be 
gotten up against it. The story of Coinmis- 
sioner St. Clair is one that calls for in- 
vestigation from the Knights of Labor 
as to whether their own officers 
are using the organization for 
mercenary purposes, Mr. St. Clair had just 
finishea telling his experience tonight when 
the cards of Hayes and Wright were sent up 
to him. When they came to his room they 
did not know that he had implicated any one 
except Devlin. ‘Chey declared that they mere- 
ly wanted to say they had decided to make no 
statement until after the arrival of Devlin, 
who was expected in from Detroit on one of 
the late trains. 


Devlin Denies the. Statements, 


„Gen. St. Clair will not make such a state- 
ment to me,“ said John Devlin as he alighted 
from the train at the Pennsylvania railroad 
depot late tonight and was informed of the 
charge made by the Exposition administra- 


tion. 

In company with Mr. Hayes I called upon 
Gen. St. Clair at Chicago in the interest of 
men meyer inside the fence at the Exposi- 
tion groun We had several conferences re- 
garding the settlement of existing difficulties 
between the workmen and the management of 
the Fair, but at no time was any proposition 
made for payments for n 
by labor organizations in aid of Ex posi- 
tion. Neither $10,000 nor any other sum was 
ever mentioned at these conferences, which 
were the only ones I held with Gen. St. Clair 
and the Fair mauagement. 

Deviin went to hotel where Hayes and 
Wright were.

Cook’s Imperial 
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IS READY FOR WORK. 


NATIONAL REPUBLICAN COMMIT- 
TEE PREPARED FOR THE FRAY. 


Maj. John R. Tanner Returns from New 
York and Talks About the Committee’s 
Recent Meeting—He Still Thinks That 
Branch Headquarters Will Be Located 
in Chicago— Western Men in Favor of 
It—Resume of the Local Situation from 
a Democratic Standpoint. 


Maj. John R. Tanner returned to Chicago 
yesterday from New York, where he has been 
attending the meeting of the National Repub- 
lican committee. He was taken ill on the 
homeward journey and had to remain over at 
Kalainazoo Tuesday night. He was much 
improved yesterday and hopes to be able to 
attend to business today. Mr. Tanner was 
much gratified at the earnestness. and har- 
mony which characterized the proceedings of 
the National committee in New York. He 
said: : 

All the troubles are over now. The com- 
mittee is fully organized and prepared for 
work. The selection of Mr. Carter as chair- 
man seems to be satisfactory to all parties. 
He is recognized as an active, earnest, and 
successful worker, and will be able to make 
up for lost time. He is now in New York look- 
ing up a location for headquarters. The head- 
quarters we had four years ago were not suit- 
able, and the committeemen impressed on Mr. 
Carter the necessity of commodious and well- 
ventilated quarters this year. As soon as he 
has obtained satisfactory ones it is probable 
that the committee will be called together 
again, subcommittees appointed, and a gen- 
eral plan of campaign agreed on. 

Of course it is impossible at this time to 
predict November results. At Washington 
the Congressmen on both sides of the House 
are taking but a languid interest in the con- 
test, which has hardly commenced, it is only 
fair to say. The Eastern members of the Na- 
tional committee have made more diligent in- 
quiries, and they seem to be confident as to 
the outcome. On the issue raised by the Dem- 
ocratic platform so clearly and so aggressive- 
ly, there 1s little doubt that New York State 
will go Republican this fall, but no canvass 
has yet been made, and those who predict Re- 
publican success base their prediction on, the 
well known sentiment in favor of protection 
and in opposition to what means free trade. 

It is probable that if we had pressed the 
questiou of the establishment of branch head- 


quarters in Chicago, we would have succeeded, 


but we would have succeeded only after a con- 
test and a division. On consulting with Mr. 
Payne of Wisconsin, I came to the conclusion 
that it was not wise to press the matter at this 
juncture. Gen. Sewell, representing Mr. 
Hobart of New Jersey, and Mr. Sparks, repre- 
senting Mr. Bradley of Kentucky, had ex- 
pressed themselves strongly against the West- 
ern headquarters. Most of the Eastern men 
seemed to incline to their views. These may 
be modified later on. Mr. Fessenden of Con- 
necticut, a veteran campaigner, is strongly 
in favor of a Western headquarters. So are 
Mr. Kerens of Missouri, Mr. Payne of Wis- 
consin, Mr. Clarkson of Iowa, Mr. Evans of 
Minnesota, and I think Mr, Huston of In- 
diana. I think that at the next or at some 
subsequent meeting if the matter is brought 
up it will be decided in favor of the branch 
headquarters here. That will be time enough, 
There seems to be a general agreement among 
the party leaders on both sides that the cam- 
aign shall not be fairly opened until Sept. 10, 
wo months’ electioneering will be sufficient 
to rouse the voters to their duty and it is prob- 
ably as much as the business element of the 
country will care to have.“ 
Maj. Turner visited Washington before 
going to New York. He said that the Presi- 
ent, whom he met, is not only hopeful but 
confident as to the result of the campaign. 
Mr. Tanner said, also, that the general im- 
pression at Washington is that the successor 
of Judge Blodgett in this district will not be 
appointed until after the election. The 
advisers of the President do not think it 
would be good politics to make the nomina- 
tion at this time. 


DEMOCRATS ARE MAKING SLATES, 


They Think They Can Win the Senate and 
Get Half the Offices. 

The Democrats, having fixed the dates for 
their various local conventions, are now think- 
ing about the candidates. Congressman Mc- 
Gann and Congresstnan Durborovw, it is said, 
will be nominated beyond much doubt. There 
is no opposition to them. Representative 
Kenny of the First Senatorial Distriet and 
Harry D. Kohn are mentioned for the Con- 
gressional nomination in the Firai District. 
F. H. Winston, having declined to consider a 
nomination in the Fourth, the contest is like- 
ly to be between Jonathan B. Taylor of the 
Twentieth Ward and Henry D. Lloyd of Win- 
netka. Judge Altgeld, it is said, favors the 


latter. 

More interest is being evinced by the Dem- 
ocrats in the Senatorial nominations. They 
are going to make a desperate effort to cap- 
ture the Illinois Senate this fall. They say 
they are certain of winning the Peoria district, 
where Senator Bassett’s term expires. They 
aljo hope to win in the Mattoon dis- 
trict, where they have nominated Ik, 
Craig, and in the Freeport district 
where they have nominated a granger. f 
they hold their own in the other districts of 
the State, win the Peoria district and one 
other, either in Chicago or in the two districts 
named, they will have a majority, and hav- 
ing a majority, they say: Even if a Republic- 
an Governor is elec and wehave the Sen- 
ate, we can dictate to him. We will 
certainly demand half of the appoint- 
ments, or else we will confirm none.“ 

The hopes of the Democrats of winning in 
the Chicago districts are based onthe ex- 
pectation that the Republicans will blunder 
by nominating weak, doubtful, and suspicious 
candidates in the close districts. In the Sec. 
ond District, com prising the lower half of the 
Third Ward, the Fourth, Thirtietb, Twenty- 
ninth, Thirty-first, Thirty-second, and Thirty- 
third Wards, and that portion of the Thirty- 
fourth Ward lying within the township of 
Hyde Park, the Democrats will probably 
nominate Michael McInerney for Senator. He 
was one of the Demucratic leaders in the last 
House, and has a strong personal follow- 
mg in the district, which elected him- 
self and another Democrat to the House 
two years ago, giving them au aggre- 
gate vote 950 larger than the aggregate vote 
of the two Republican candidates opposing 
them: Since that time there has been un- 
doubtedly a large increase in the Democratic 
vote in the Thirty-third and Thirty-fourth 
Wards, owing to the large influx of working- 
men in connection with the World’s Fair 
work. There has been a larze increage also 
in the Democratic vote in the Twenty-ninth 
Ward, and the district is therefore a close one. 
A good Republican candidate could carry it 
by from 1,000 to 2,000 majority. A weak 
candidate will probably be beaten. 

In the Fourth District there is no doubt 
that Alexander White, already nominated by 
the Republicans, will be elected, and there 
are not many Democrats who seek the honor 
of opposing him. James W. Twohig, ex- 
Secretary of the Election Board, may lead the 
forlorn hope. _In the Sixth District, compris- 
ing the greater portion of the North Town, 
except the Twenty-third Ward and the west- 
ern ends of the Twenty-first and Twenty-sec- 
ond, also Lake View and Evanston, the Dem- 
ocrats propose to nominate Henry C. Bartling, 
Supervisor of the North Town, who is a son 
of a German Lutheran minister in the dis- 
trict. With the aid of the Lutheran vote they 
hope to win with Bartling, but they cannot if 
the Republicans nominate some popular 
man-American like Joseph H. Muhlke. 

If Phil Knopf should resign the Senatorship 
of the Ninth District the Democrats will nom- 


. inate Dr. Linenger, also a German Lutheran, 


with whom they hope to carry the district. 
As to the House members, the members of the 
so-called 101 are ali candidates again, and all 
expect to be rénominated, but they will have 
to contend against a host of aspirants hailing 
mostly from the saloons of ir respective 
districts.

ALLOWS ELLIS HOMESTEAD ENTRY. 


Secretary Noble Decides a Land Case in 
the Pistakee Lake Basin. 

Wasuinetoy, D. C., July 20.—|Special]— 
Secretary Noble today reversed the decision 
of the Commissioner of the General Land Of- 
fice, allowing the homestead entry of Benja- 
min F. Ellis of Cook County, LIlls., for lot 4, 
sec. 11. township 46 north, range 9 east of 
the third principal meridian, IIIinois. The 
land 1s situated in the bed of the so-called Pis- 
takee Lake, which was meandered in 1839 and 
the survey approved in the same year. Ellis 
appealed from the decision of the land office, 
alleging that the land described 
was not in 1839 the bed of Lake 
Pistakee, but high, dry land, at least twenty- 
five feet above any pait of the lake. Much of 
the land over which a later survey had been 
extended was patented to a number of persons 
under the act of June 8, 1872, granting ai- 
ditional homestead rights, a large number of 
patents having been issued in 1878. The Sec- 
retary in his decision says that to reject the 
application of Ellis on the ground that the 
land applied for does not belong to the United 
States, would be to cast a vloud upon the title 
of several hundred acres of land already pa- 
tented by the government. For this reason 
the judgment appealed from is reve 
he directs that the entry be allowed, 

The applications of John J. Blum and John 
C. Baker being similar in all essential respects 
to that of Ellis. the Secretary reverses tho de- 
cision of the Commissioner of the Land Office 
and allows their entry. There are many other 
applications pending similar to that of Ellis, 
and will all, when reached by the department, 
be allowed for the reasons taken in the case of 
Ellis, which will be made a precedent. 


APPLICATION FOR A SEIZED SHIP. 


Canadian Authorities Want the Sealer 
Coquitlam Restored, 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 20.—A short time 
ago the Canadian Government, through the 
British Chargé d’Affaires at Washington, 
made formal application to Secretary Foster 
of the State Department for the release under 
bond of the British supply steamer Coquit- 
lam, recently seized at Port Etches, Alaska, 
by the revenue steamer Corwin for violating 
United States customs regulations in trans- 
ferring its cargo in American waters without 
a permit. It is understood that the Secretary 
of State has infurmed the representative of 
the British Government that the request 
cannot be complied with in its 
resent form., for the reason that the vessel, 
aving been transferred to the custody of the 
United States Marshal at Sitka for proceed- 
ings under the law, the case is no longer with- 
in the jurisdiction of the executive branch of 
the government. ag 
Inasmuch as the Canadian authorities ap- 
pear to be determined to secure the release of 
the Coquitlam as soon as possible it is more 
than probable they will institute legal pro- 
ceedings to that end. The impression here is 
that the court will undoubtedly restore the 
vessel to its owners on the giving of bonds 
sufficient to meet all possible penalties in the 
event of conviction.

ACCOUNTS IN A SNA RI. 


IT IS SAID VINCENNES BANK BAL- 
ANCES WERE FORCED. 


Methods Alleged to Have Been Adopted 
to Deceive the Examiner— Worthless 
Assets to the Amount of $190,000—Stock- 
holders to Be Assessed—Catholic Knights 
of Wisconsin Postpone Action on a Mo- 
tion to Bar Liquor Men—Mysterious 
Murder at Fort Wayne. 

Vincennes, Ind., July 20.—[Special.]—It 
has developed that the worthless assets of the 
Vincennes National Bank will amount to 
$190,000 in round figures and that the officers, 
directors, and stockholders will be required 
to raise $50,000 to $60,00u to pay off the liabil- 
ities. In the Tennessee land deal $135,000 
was swallowed up, $20,000 in the Sumner 
Millmg company, and the remainder in vari- 
ous amounts, large and small. 

The report made by Examiner Healman 
last month was based on musinformation. 
When the examiner arrived in Vincennes 
the latter part of June he began 
work at one of the other banks. His presence 

ame known to an officer of the Vincennes 

National whose personal account, it is said, 
was overdrawn something like $39,000. To 
make it good the accounts of a number of de- 
positors who had large sums to their credit 
were reduced and the reductions placed to his 
credit, according to report. For instance, one 
man had $18,000 to his credit; the figure 1 was 
erased, it is alleged, and $10,000 was added to 
this officer’s credit. Other accounts had 
smaller sums taken from them till the over- 
drawn account balanced. 

A day or twoafter Examiner Healman had 
examined the Vincennes National Bank the 
erasures and deductions were gone over and 
the accounts straightened out. It is surmised 
that a great manyshortages will turn up 
against the bank, which may more than wipe 
out all the capital surplus and undivided 
profits, and may necessitate an assessment 
upon the stockholders. The stockholders held 
a meeting and received the report of a com- 
mittee appointed to investigate its affairs. 
Among other things the committee reports 
that the debts of the bank, including deposits 
on general account subject to check, certifi- 
cates of deposit, which generally bear interest 
at the rate of 3 per cent per annum, and pa- 
per rediscounted by other banks and for 
which the bank is lable upon its indorse- 
ments, amounts in the aggregate to $200,000. 
The report continues: 

We estimate the available assets of the bank, 
including solvent notes, cash, banking-house, and 
premium, in brief at the sum of $40.000. This 
showing leaves a deficit of $60,000 to be provided 
for in some way. We believe the personal indebt- 
edness of Mr. Tyler to the bank to be about $100,- 
000. It is very difficult at this time, indeed im- 

sible, to determine what amount can be real- 
ized from his estate. We think a conservative es- 
timate is 40 per cent. If this shall prove to be 
substantially correct it will add about $40,000 to 
the assets. 

The cashier has expressed a willingness to sur- 
render all his individual iy or to pay his lia- 
bilities to the bank. e is, however, indebted to 
the bank for money borrowed in the sum of 
$10,000. As against this sum there stands to his 
credit as a depositor about -$3,000, thus leaving 
about $7,000 as the net of his indebtedness, and 
any property he may turn over will be applied to 
the payment of this debt before any of it can be 
applied upon the amount for which he may be 
liable as an officer. 

This failure is one of the biggest financial 
crashes ever known in Indiana, and many 
startling developments are expected in a few 
days. The depositors this afternoon had a 
meeting, and Edward Bierhaus Sr. was made 
Chairman and George W. Donaldson Secre- 
tary. They at once took official action on the 
matter of a receiver and telegraphed to Con- 
troller Nixon, at Washington to appoint 
James W. Emison receiver, in the interests 
of the creditors of the bank.

COAL TO COST MORE, 


Dealers Expect an Advance of 25 Cents 
Aug. 1. — 

Chicago people will probably be treated to 
another squeeze by the Reading combine 
Aug. 1. Unless current reports in the coal 
trade prove incorrect all grades of anthracite 
adapted to domestic uge will be advanced 25 
cents on that date. 

The regular meeting of sales agents will be 
held in New York within a few days. It is 
their function to set the price which the public 
shall pay for coal through the next calendar 
month. It is not likely that these 
representatives of the great monopoly have 
disclosed their intent os in open conversa- 
tion, but ‘several days before each of their 
three last meetings their action has been fore- 
shadowed correctly by the trade. It is not 
likely, in view of the Reading’s known policy, 
that the local dealers are now misinformed as 
to the August prices having already been de- 
cided upon. 

The 25 cent advance which the Reading 
will probably make is of course independent 
of the local coal dealers’ action. Their asso- 
ciation will hold its regular monthly meeting 
immediately after the Reading scale is made 
public. They may decide to follow the com- 
bine’s example and add 25 cents on their own 
account. Should this be done, coal for August 
delivery will be $7.50, A large element in the 
local association, however, will discourage the 
other members who will attempt to havea 25 
cent raise agreed to. If they are strong 
enough to win, coal will be sold .at $7.25 
by the large dealers. The smaller men 
in the suburbs who supply families 
living in flats will probably ask more tor the 
broken lots they sell. 

As a matter of fact ever since the coal fields 
came under the control of the combine sev- 
eral prices have prevailed in Chicago. The 
heavier dealers have as a rule stuck to the list 
prices, but in the basket lot yards in- 
stances have come to light of coal having 
been sold at rates ranging from 75 cents to 
$1.25 over the regular price. Of course the 
purchasers at these figures were poor people 
who are unable to buy more than a small 
quantity of coal at one time. 

At this period of the year the trade is usu- 
ally in a flourishing condition. There is more 
activity than prevailed last month, but the 
volume of business is below the figures 5 — 
és So- 


year. A coal dealer said yesterday: 
ple are beginning to come in to con- 
tract for their winter supply. They 


have held off thinking that the combine 
would smash and prices go to pieces. But the 
Reading octopus seems to gain strength week- 
ly, and consumers are beginning to believe 
what some dealers have told tnem, that the 
longer they waited the more they would 
have to pay. I know that a few dealers 
have advised customers to hold off. They 
were deluded in their belief that the corner 
would break. It is more than probable that 
advances of 25 cents will be made each month 
until cold weather setsin. Thereafter, per- 
haps, the rise will be faster. The only thing 
of which dealers are sure is that the situation 
is absolutely in the Reading’s hands.“ 

The consumers who are buying their win- 
ter’s supply do so with the understanding that 
the coal is to be delivered durmg the same 
month. Dealers are not able to vary this rule, 
which the Reading applies to them with un- 
varying severity. It is generally understood 
that the combine in its direct dealings with 
large consumers, such as restauranis and 
hotels, does not insist upon this 
condition. But none of the jobbers are ex- 
cepted. The latter are beginning to stock 
their yards for the winter trade. They have 
held off a month longer than usual, hoping ap- 
parently that something would happen to the 
combine, 


LOOKING FOR A PLAN FOR SUFFRAGE. 


Sandford Fleming Offers a Prize for the 
Best Workable Scheme. 

Orrawa, Ont., July 20.—Sandford Fleming, 
C. M. G., has offered a prize of $1,000 for the 
best workable measure which, if made a law, 
would give the whole Canadian people equal 
representation in Parliament and each elector 
due weight in the government through Parlia- 
ment. Accordingly he invites essays on 
electoral representation and the rectification 
of Parliament, accompanied by a draft of a 
bill applicable to the country and with a 
parliamentary system similar in general feat- 
ures to that of Canada, He says: 

The method of election which we follow in its 
effect disfranchises half the population entitled 
to representation in Parliament.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENT REFORMS, 


Members of Ald. Madden’s Committee Agree 
Upon Important Changes. 

Ald. Madden’s special committee to consider 
areform of the Special Assessment Depart- 
ment will meet today.

Chicago Unable to Compete for the Busi- 
ness Uniess Granted Correspondingly 
Low Rates—Independent Action of the 
Santa Fe Regarding Denver Excursion 
Rates—Eastern Trunk: Lines Refuse to 
Honor the Nickel Plate's Round-Trip 
Tickets—Other Railway News. 

The Western Freight Association roads have 
not been successful in their efforts to prevent 
a general reduction in lumber rates from 
Wisconsin points to the west. The Milwaukee 

and St. Paul stands firm in its determination 
to comply with the order of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission to reduce lumber 
rates from Eau Claire, Wis., and contiguous 
points and the Northwestern takes the 
position that it will have to make correspond- 
ing reduction from points on its line in Wis- 
consin.

In order to revive Chicago lumber interests 
it will be necessary for the roads running west 
from Chicago and which have no interest in 
Wisconsin business to make correspondingly 
low rates. Some of the roads would have 
done so before now if they were not preventea 
by the Western Freight Association agreement 
but as they pay but little heed to the agree- 
ment in other matters shippers hold there is no 
good reason why they should not do so as re- 
gards lumber rates from Chicago. They can 
_ afford to take lumber at low rates, as they 
an use for the purpose the cars which bring 
grain to this city, and it is more profitable to 
FTeturn them loaded with lumber at low rates 
than to take them back empty.

Western Stone Shares in the Activity— 
Wheat Shows a Little Strength on Un- 
favorable Crop Reports from the North- 
west — Anti-Option Bill Sstill Checks 
Business—Corn Firm, Oats Easier, and 
Provisions Dull and Easy — General 
Market News from Outside Points, 


To say that the local market in certain stocks 
is active is by no means doing justice to the situ 
ation. In the street railways especially the mar- 
ket is one in which records are broken with as- 
tonishing rapidity. In West Side stock, for in- 
stance, the high point of Tuesday was discounted 
yesterday by a rise of tive and one-half points net. 
The opening price for West Chicago was 186.
